4. Based on my education and experience, it is common knowledge in the field of 
medicinal chemistry, that even minor differences in the structure of a compound can have 
dramatic effects on it's pharmaceutical activity. 

5. Compounds according to the following example of the prior art, exhibit a 
significantly lower activity, when compared to compounds of the present invention (also
